Brenock’s all green to the front in the opening 
race, coming from behind, as good horses# come, 
and gaming down Lollie Eastin, Roslyn and 
Charm. There wasn’t a hitch about the after- 
noon’s sport. 

There is a lot of work being done at the Shef- 
field track. Several extra loads of loam are be- 
ing placed on it and George Hankins says it 
will be faster than the Forsyth track, on which 
six furlongs was run in 1 :14% yesterday. The 
betting shed has been lengthened 60 feet, and 
raised 5 feet, a new floor also being put in. The 
restaurant has been greatly improved. The 
entries for the Indiana Derby which is to be run 
at Sheffield on May 9 close Monday, April 27. 

John BrenocK was much annoyed at the as- 
sistant starter’s free use of the whip on his 
mare Weola in the first race. One slash caused
